presiding and all the members here. 
Prof. Prince announced the scope of the 
commission's work. He said there hud 
been other commissions, but "one with 
so large a field of work. Not only was 
it to inquire regarding the salmon in- 
dustry in nil its; details, the internation- 
al bearing, but also the development of 
the deep sea and coastal fisheries of 
British Columbia in every particular. All 
available information is sought to guide 
the commission to make wise and useful 
conclusions. Before raking evidence lie 
read the order-iii-coniicil of .Inly 22, au- 
thorizing the commission, which points 
out the necessity of investigating the 
Canadian fisheries of the Pacific coast. 

Representations had been made to the 
Government for a commission, which 
was specially urgent in view of the 
crisis which 'bad been reached because 
of the one-sided arrangement which bud 
existed for some years in the contiguous 
waters of British Columbia and Puget 
Sound. The arrangement was one-sid- 
ed, for while Canada was carrying out 
a scheme of protection, nothing was 
done in the State of Washington, and a 
feeling of dissatisfaction existed because 
of this unfair arrangement. The com- 
missioners wisli to obtain information 
from all sources in order to submit a 
scheme of regulations tending to the pro- 
tection and development of the fishing 
industry of British Columbia. Anion;,' 
the subjects to be inquired into were: 

1. The salmon industry, with refer- 
ence to close seasons, the length, depth 
and breadth ana mesh of nets in use, 
conditions appertaining to leases nnd 
licenses, with special reference lo Chin- 
ese and Japanese, licenses of nets, traps 
and canneries. 

2. Offal and the question of dog fish 
with reference to the manufacture of oil 
and fertilizer. 

I!. Trout fishing and angling, with a 
view to restrictions as to seasons and 
the size of fish to bo taken, etc. 

•(. Sturgeon fishing, its restoration 
and protection. 

5. Northern fisheries, with reference 
to the international phases of fishing in 
Ilccute straits. 

li. Sea fisheries, halibut, skill, cod, 
anchovy, nbclone, in fnct nil phases of 
the deep sea fisheries of British Col- 
umbia. 

All these questions were of vital im- 
portance to the province, as it was evi- 
dent to any one who had made but 11 
partial survey that the fisheries of Brit- 
ish Columbia would be among the most 
important of the world. 

The First Witness 

13. C. Moss of Fl'ndlay, Durham & 
Brodie, was the flrBt witness. He 
agreed with the memorial presented 
by the Fraser Klver Canners' Associa- 
tion as to the desirability of the Do- 
minion and Province of British Col- 
umbia coming to terms regarding the 
government of the fisheries.

would be better able to keep In touch 
with the Industries, in view of the dis- 
tance from Ottawa.

Commissioner Sweeney — Supposing 
the difficulties between the two gov- 
ernments were settled, do you think a 
local board of the Dominion depart- 
ment of fisheries would be of great 
advantage to the fisheries? 

Witness — I do. Regarding 
Fishing at New Westminster 
bridge, said Mr. Mess, it must be rec- 
ognized that the resident fishermen 
have rights, but others had the right 
to ask that they should not derive the 
benefit from the short closed season 
of 3t; hours which fishermen have to 
observe at the mouth of the river. 
Fish go into the river in the closed 
period and the fishermen in the upper 
river can take them at the expense 
of other" fishermen at the mouth of the 
river. 

Commissioner Sweeney — Of course, 
the object of the closed time is to 
allow the fish to get to the spawning 
ground. is that object defeated by- 
allowing fishing to be carried on In 
the upper river?

Labor Federation 
Develops Split 

Souvenir Programmes Issued by 
Unions Condemned by 
the Delegates. 



Row Between Factions and the 
Federatlonlsts Are Called 
" Grafters."

ITTSBURO. Nov. il.— The prin- 
cipal feature of today's session of 
the American Federation of 
Labor came in the afternoon, 
when the section of the grievance com- 
mittee's report was presented asking 
for the abolition of the souvenir pro- 
gramme in connection with union labor 
events. Smaller labor unions through- 
out the country were charged with 
forgery, grafting and threatening the 
employers with strikes and boycotts in 
getting out souvenir books for Labor 
Day and other occasions. Many of 
the leading delegates to the conven- 
tion, Including President Gompers, 
talked on the question;" and while the 
names of the labor unions against 
which the charges were made were not 
uncovered, labor unions in almost 
every city were accused of the prac- 
tice. A resolution was offered and 
adopted 

Condemning Issue of Souvenir Books 

by tho labor unions, and hereafter it 
Is likely thai none will be issued. The 
exposure came about as a result of a 
resolution offered condemning the 
Philadelphia labor union for using ad- 
vertisements of firms whose names had 
been placed 011 the unfair list in the 
souvenir programme issued last Labor 
Day. 

Some of tho delegates from small 
towns were opposed to tin- resolution 
prohibiting the issue or souvenir books, 
claiming that it was in this manner 
that 

The Bulk of the Money 

used by the organizations was raised. 
Finally one of the delegates accused 
those having charge of the Federatlon- 
ist the Official organ of the federation, 
of applying the same methods; but a 
vigorous denial was made by President 
Gompers, who is editor of the paper. 
He said that the Federationlst never 
got out souvenirs and challenged any 
of the delegates to expose any corrup- 
tion In connection with the publica- 
tion of the paper. 

Tho Morning Session 

At the morning session of the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor F. K. Foster, 
of Boston, secretary of the committee on 
President Gompers' report, read a sup- 
plementary report. 

The matter of an eight-hour day for 
the union printers was endorsed, and the 
executive council, in giving the printers 
moral aid and financial support, was 
commended. The council was instructed 
to continue their aid to the printers, if it 
is necessary after January 1. 1000. 
The committee reported that the eight- 
hour day for primers is in force in 208 
cities mid towns In the United States 
und Canada. An assessment of four cents 
u member was ordered by the federation 
to nid the printers in their contest. This 
assessment is expected to yield about 
$8Q,000. The fifty cent assessment made 
liy tho International Typographical 
Union lias been endorsed by that body 
by a vote of 25,048 to «».::: i t . 

Attack on Federation

The stay of sale taking affect, all alfi- 
davits must bo in Friday. 

Apropos o£ the nhove the Vancouver 
Province, in its issue of Tuesday ihad 
the following: Knglish capital stands 
ready to purchase the Lenora uad 
{Mount Sicker mining properties and all 
assets, and if the private sale planned 
to take place in \ ictoria on Wednes- 
day is interfered wit h the legal repre- 
sentatives of the assignees of mortgages 
on :he properties fear that Uhe deal nui.v 
U'all through. 

The price to be paid over for the pro- 
perties is $100,000. 

Naturally, owing to the fact that the 
•Lenora mine has ibecn unworked for u 
Jong 'time, the assignees arc anxious to 
,pul ithe deal through, and they do not 
wish to have the sale obstructed.

MONEY IN FORESTRY. 

It takes a long time to drive home 
the importance which should attach to 
natural assets of the country like 
timber. it is not until, as in Ontario 
and In many of the states of the Union, 
the forests have been depleted, that we 
will appreciate their value, and the loss 
that reckless deforestratlon has been 
to the country. British Columbia is 
still In a position where it can take 
the lessons of other parts of Hie world 
to heart and profit by them. The 
waste that occurs annually through 
foresl fires Is appalling, but that to a 
considerable degree is beyond the 
power of Hie province to cope with, 
except at enormous expense It was 
demonstrated last year that the gov- 



Great Britain of late has scored 
heavier In foreign politics than any 
other of the powers of the world. It 
was but a few years ago when her 
position hi international politics was 
described as one of "splendid Isola- 
tion."

ADULTERATED FOOD SINNERS 

Ottawa Free Press. 

The authorities are gelling after those 
who sell adulterated food. Recently a num- 
ber of retail merchants have been lined, 
and it now appears thai they are going to 
make an effort to seek to recover the 
amounts of the tines from the wholesalers j 
from whom they purchased the goods. | 

It seems a hardship thill the retail men 
should siiil'er. As a sen era] thing they 
have no special knowledge of foodstuffs, 
and cannot tell when they examine sam- 
ples whether they are adulterated or pure. 
They do know, however, the wholesale es- 
tablishments which sold them thb goods. I 
and II would lend to stamp out the evil If 
the wholesalers were deal I with and not 
the retailors. It may. of course, be found 
out that Ihc retail men are in some eases 
the shiners. If they are there is no danger 
that they will risk reporting thai they 
bought the goods In an adulterated condi- 
tion. 

The lines apparently range from $0 to 
$24. This Is n ridiculous slate of affairs. 
II Is treating a serious matter very lightly. 
The Inspector eiinnol lie constantly lu any 
one shop, and it would take a merchant 
but a i short time to make up hy further 
adulteration the amount of his 'tine. 

The authorities should get after the men ! 
who adulterate on an extensive scale and 
the punishment should be severe enough to 
slop the evil. 

The government should publish Hie name 
of any firm adulterating goods, anil in the 
interests of the public should send lo the 
trade an account of the case This would 
tend to check the evil. If li did not, means 
should be (alien to pal 1 be merchant out 
of business, A saloon keeper persisting In j 
breaking the law Is not permitted to do 
business, and a cheating merchant should 
have .similar treatment. At present there! 
Is. little more than a pretence of remedy- 
ing the evil. 

This Is a serious matter, There is little 
doubt thai more Injurv Is done to the 
health or the community through adulter-, 
ntcd food than through liquor, even adul- 
terated liquor. The saloon affects com- 
paratively few people, but the grocery 
store reaches every family. 

This Is an age pf patent medicine. Worn 
out stomachs endeavoring to digest sand 
and nerves shattered by adulterated coffee, 
etc.. require stimulants to keep them doing 
their work. 

The evils should fie remedied, and to do 
it. II is necessary to hit Hie right persons, 
and to hit them hard. The manufacturers 
and the wholesalers are the ones lo gel 
after, and not the retailers, who for die 
most part have little knowledge of the 
character of the goods they handle and sell 
by the descriptions sent them or the labels 
on the boxes ami bottles.

' DECLING OF THE HOME " 



The Foundation of The Nation at Stake. 



A familiar criticism of llic French na- 
tion is Unit their language (loos not con- 
tain the word "home." "1 Ionic, sweet 
home" cannot 'be translated into French, 
because the corresponding French word 
is lacking. It would he ail interesting 
(litest for the student or the statesman 
to determine how tar this lack of tin' 
home idea is responsible for the many 
social and political evils which have 
placed France in a state of decline with- 
out x any prospect of adequate remedy. 
The same question confronts the Amer- 
ican people nf today, and there is no 
social problem before us, I think, 
which begins to equal il in immediate 
importance. 

The home is the actual foundation of 
the nation; the bed-rock upon which 
the national structure rests; the only 
hasis from which the national strength 
can be calculated. It is the only school 
of purity and of patriotism. If the 
mora] character of men and women 
is not moulded during their plastic pe- 
riotl, youth, it is more than likely that 
it will never be properly moulded at 
any time. Love of country is love of 
the fatherland, love of the home-land — 
•merely love of the home expanded until 
it embraces the hind which contains the 
home. "Every man will light for his 
home," said one of our orators: "but 
no man ever yet shouldered a musket 
for his boarding-house. This is the 
picturesque way of stating the fact, but 
none the' less it expresses a deep social 
principle. 

That the home, with us as a people, is 
steadily upon the decline, is unfortun- 
ately a fact beyond denial. Thf.se gen- 
tle domestic interiors which were fre- 
quently to be met with in the magazines 
and the picture shops of the last gener- 
ation, wood-cuts in which appeared an 
exceedingly rigorous lather, an exces- 
sively amiable mother anil six rouml- 
l'aced children — ^varying in size and age 
lint otherwise as alike as postage-stamps 
—we no longer sec. 

The question is, Why have they dis- 
appeared? The family, were always 
grouped about a lamp, and the father 
was always rending from a hook. In- 
ferential!; a most excellent book. Is 
it that gaslight, replacing the lamp, has 
destroyed' the family circle'.' Is it that 
the father no longer has time to read? 
Is it that the six children, cleverly dis- 
posed wherever there was room for one 
in the lecture, represent families of a 
size which have now become so rare that 
they are to be found only among our 
foreign population in the tenements'.' Is 
it that our young people are now more 
willing to instruct their parents than 
to be instructed; more willing to give 
than to receive? Has the undoubtedly 
good book been so far replaced by de- 
structive criticism that the father, hur- 
rying home from Wall street to read 
to his family, would not be able to find 
one? These woodcut.", were artistically 
rude, but they served. They met a 
popular demand, or they would not hare 
■been so numerously drawn and printed. 
Does the abler artist of today find no 
inspiration in the home circle as a sub- 
ject, because the people are no lunger 
interested in the home? (% 

I am afraid that all these questions 
must be answered generally in the af- 
firmative. All dhe conditions of life in 
this country today clash with the old 
home ideal. The primary cause is to 
Jjo found in that republican form of gov- 
ernment which opens every avenue of 
success to all; which develops the indi- 
vidual imagination among men ami 
women far more rapidly than it de- 



velops (he capacity of each to attain 
the .success desired. The financial pres- 
sure, the tush for wealth, leaves the 
father little or no time to think of his 
family. The social pressure, the cus- 
tom among her kind places so many re- 
sponsibilities upon the mother outside 
of her hiune that she has not sulilcieilt 
time to properly meet the responsibilities 
within. There is no doubt, too, that 
lackng .the old kind of home, we are not 
making the old kind of mothers. That 
marriage is being viewed in a more and 
more flippant way by young women is too 
evident. That the American woman is 
tending toward shallowness of nature: 
toward an increasing absorption in her- 
self, as against that altruistic devotion 
which is at once the natural destiny anil 
divinity of the sex — is only too true. 
Noble- minded women are ever trying 
by lecture and essay to lead their sister- 
hood out of the wilderness; but the ten- 
dency does not change. The question is 
— What are those who love their conn- 
try and their kind to do in this matter 
of building up the home? 

The only answer is the education of 
public opinion. And it is a matter upon 
which we limy congratulate ourselves 
(that the difficulty is no worse than it 
is, that the evil has not yet, as in 
France, passed beyond the limit of prac- 
tical remedy. 

One of the most valuable and most 
admirable qunjfyies of the Americas peo- 
ple is their quickness of apprehension. 
Interest in ourselves, interest in our 
own welfare, has become an eager indi-> 
vidual quality under our republican 
training. As individuals we rarely need 
to be told twice what course of action 
is best for our future well being. And 
since the value of the home intluence 
is so clearly demonstrable and so en- 
tirely undeniable; .since the home is the 
surest basis and storage warehouse of 
potential happiness, all ..those who de- 
sire and who are seeking the rehabili- 
tation of the American home have truth 
upon their side; have the strengthen- 
ing consciousness in their endeavor that 
truth is mighty and must prevail. 
■ One certain fact is that the ideal still 
oxists among us as a people, and exists 
in full strength. Much of the enormous 
and novel popularity of our president 
is due, I am convinced, to his really 
ideal quality as the head of his family 
and his home, his constant champion- 
ship of the home interest. In the photo- 
graphs of himself and his family the old 
and forgotten pictures to which I refer- 
red have come back to us. The undoubted 
popularity of these pictures proves the 
strength of their popular appeal; proves 
that the home ideal still animates the 
popular heart or it would not so warmly 
respond to the photographic stimulus. 
His emphatic pronouncement against 
race sin: ■ 1: his onthma ;su: endorse- 
ment of "The Simple Life." have been i 
perhaps the most vigorous educational ef- 
forts of the kind I refer to which have 
yet developed. How much good they have 
accomplished there is no means of de- 
termining, hut there is no doubt that 
they have been of great value to the na- 
tion. Il is possible that, the president 
might actually do more good to tin' 
United States by strenuous endeavor in 
this educational direction than will ever 
accrue to us from the peace of Forts- 
mouth or the Panama canal. 

All persons who have read the first 
chapter of the life of Phillip Brook* 
know how a noble mother, an upright 
father and a perfect home can train 
'boys into perfect, men for the service 
of their country and their Cod. s Few, 



however, need to be told this. They 
freely admit it as a rule; but the \vo- 
inian is inclined to say: "1 am unfor- 
tunately not a noble or broad-mi nded 
woman;'' and the man will say: ••That's 
all right, but it's about all 1 can do to 
pay the bills." 

The answer to the woman is that 
motherhood is essentially noble, that 
another love is the most exalted emotion 
that animates Inlmnnity; that, the Im- 
pulse being in her, 'a little thought and 
study will reveal its opportunity. The 
man should understand that in these 
growing children lies a capital of hap- 
piness so much more important to his 
later life that any other capital which 
iie may accumulate, that the latter is 
-practically negligible; that in their re- 
spect, their .sympathy, their love, all of 
which are to be won in their childhood 
and in their home circle, lies the only 
real and rich happiness which con come 
to him in the second half of his mun- 
dane period; that, in other words, as 
the pursuit of happiness is the domi- 
nant law of human life, the only possi- 
bility of happiness in the last half of 
any life lies in children, and in children 
wlio have been loved and cared for in 
their youth. 

What does life offer to any .man or 
woman after forty-live? With the 
woman her beauty has begun to fail, 
old age confronts her, a new generation 
of fresh-faced beauties has bug since 
pushed her to the wall in the social as- 
sembly, anil that disillusion which is 
the inevitable harvest of the years lias 
stripped I lie glamour, from all the tilings 
which interested her. Think of the hap- 
piness of the woman of forty-live whose 
interest ill life and hold upon affairs 
are made ill tenser and stronger than 
ever through her children, as compared 
with the woman who, equally disillu- 
sioned and without children, has noth- 
I ing left to struggle for. nothing to in- 
terest her, nothing to ultimate her. I ■> 
give color to her cheek and light to her 
eve, nothing but loveless solitude and 
■burdening despair! Think of the | 
I warmth of love which surrounds the 
| one; the chill of isolation which envel- 
ops the other: 

With the man. up to forty-live, the 
struggle is all-sutlleient. If he is a 
strong man, he loves the game of wealth 
and may be pardoned if. from his mar- 
riage to the zenith of his life, he de- 
votes most of his time and thought to 
playing it. Hut what of him when his 
own dlsilusion conies, as come it must? 
What of him when he learns the lesson 
that beyond the small limit of his ne- 
cessities* money has no actual value? 
that the greatest value in all things 
human, based upon the pursuit .of hap- 
piness is love? To him, as to the wo- 
man, interest in life, love of life, rejuven- 
ation and long years is in the possession 
of children. That no man or woman 
cnii live out life practically and success- 
fully without children, is a text which 
cannot he too widely preached. 

None the less, many fear. They fear 
that the children may not turn out 
well, may be. instead of an added bless- 
ing, an added burden and a source of 
sharpest pain. So thej piohabiv rt'tii 
be if neglected. The harvest of love i ; 
open to all: but it is like any other 
harvest. It must be watched, tended 
and cherished, if the harvester is to 
have his reward. The law of lite as 
we must meet it is simple. Without 
children, its value ceases largely' with 
most people at forty-live; including 
children— -they are the greatest of all 
blessings in the later years, but they 
must be treasured and appreciated in 
their earliest years if the blessings are 
to be garnered. 

These principles apply with equal 
force to our limited wealthy class and 
to that immense middle class, financial- 
ly speaking, which constitutes the mass 
of the commonwealth In all countries. 
The poor, upon whom the social super- 
incumbent pressure fall heaviest, and 
who are least able to sustain it, do and 
must do as best they can. Hut it Is 
one of the finest and most splendid 
facts In human nature that in the 
poorest homes we frequently find the 
most ardent love for children, the most 
eager interest in their life success, and 
the most painful sacrifice of comforts 
in order that tbe little ones may be 
properly fed, clothed and, what is most 
Important, educated. 

It is the children of the rich who 
suffer most. An English caricaturist 
once drew :i picture in which an ele- 
gantly dressed woman of fashion stood j 
staring at a little girl in Kensington ! 
Gardens. "That child look:; very much i 
like my Flossie," she said to her friend. . 
And then, to the nurse: "I beg your 
pardon, but aren't you my nurse?" 
The nurse deferentially asked her name 
and was properly pleased to meet her | 
mistress for the first time. 

This Is an extreme statement of the 
case, but not so extreme as one might | 
suppose We are much better off ] 
In this country in this respect, In so 
far as our dominant social stratum is, 
concerned, than are the English. None; 
the less, there are many a boy and hlrl j 
to be seen in Central Park whose only 
real Intimate companions are the gov- 
erness and the groom; and it is not 
from governess or groom that the sweet

was the .selfish, idle, worthless man- 
hood which pa rent rt 1 neglect had forced 
upon him. Providence, through the 
rough hand of a weather-beaten Yan- 
kee fishing-captain had wrought the! 
wondrous transformation. How deep- 
ly this trul/ American millionaire felt, 
how great was his unspoken gratitude ] 
to that fisherman, how warm and j 
deep, mill tender was the love in his! 
heart for his precious son, ruined by 
his money-getting neglect anil saved 
as by a miracle, the reader feels, and j 
It would be well if all men could read 
and feel it, whether they have sons or 
■not. 

In the same lino of development is 
the true story of an eminent Wall 
Street linaitrier who said: "Friends- 
All the friends I have on earth are un- 
der my own roof." He expressed a fact 
which some other men realize keenly. 
But with all his wonderful genius as a 
financier lie was a man who loved his 
family ami loved to be with his chil- 
dren, and richer than any other re- 
ward which life brought him was the 
love and sympathy of his home circle. 

The home of any man or woman, boy 
or girl. Is the one and only place on 
earth that is characterized by n com- 
munity of Interests.

I believe that the editors of dally 
newspapers In preaching the precept, 
the editors of weeklies and magazines 
in explaining the practice, can do the 
widest possible national good In build- 
ing up the "Home Useful" as well ns 
the "Home Beautiful." Not only good 

men como ft good homes, but good 

citizens as well— citizens as alive to 
the municipal as to the national need. 

The only solution of the marriage 
question will be found In the quality, 
the education, the preparation, of those 
who marry, and this preparation can 
be given only In the home. Let It be 
remembered In our school systems, 
lower and higher, that no education Is 
good which does not make men more 
manly and women mure womanly. 

Architecture and the modern apart- 
inent-lioiises nre mrainst the propogrtiidn 
they are not homes, and they never 
will bo. But their reign will bo tem- 
porary, since suburban railways and 
the love of open air and comfort must 
eve'ntiihlly surround all our larjro cit- 
ies, with homes as of yore. The rush 
to the cities Is a great and antagonist 
evil: lint lliis must correct itself in time, 
as do nil erratic social movements.

GRANEY PROGRESS. 

An Electric Hoist of 250 Horse Power 
Ordered From Quebec.

This hoist: will he installed at Hie 
collar of the new main three-coinpurt- 
ment shaft, to toe located 011 the (Jrau- 
by lint. It will be operated by tihe 
250 horse power electric motor, I lie or- 
der for which was placed lust week 
with the Canadian Westinghou.se Co., 
Ltd. The third large ore crusher, 
also ordered last week, will lie located 
so as to handle fhe'ore that is hoisted 
from tliis shaft, and will also be oper- 
ated i>y electricity. It will probably 
be some lime in the spring before this 
new machinery is all installed and in 
operation.

Hon. Ft. P. Greeft', chief commissioner 
of lands and works, returned to the 
capital last nislit, after u month's tour 
of the southern portion of the prov- 
ince. Seen by a Colonist reporter 
shortly after the arrival of the boat, 
Mr. Green expressed himself as very 
veil satisfied with the progress made 
in the numerous camps, and feels con- 
fident that a steady wave of prosperity 
is advancing throughout the entire 
community. Speaking generally, Mr. 
Green remarked that business as a 
-whole is apparently becoming more 
stable and that the progress which is 
now being made is of a more perma- 
nent character; and he. folt sure that 
li was only a question of. a short time 
■when confidence in the country's re- 
sources, which has been so much 
shaken in the past, would be com- 
pletely restored, and a generous meas- 
ure of

would he experienced, without the 
accompanying element of instability. 

.Speaking of his own district, the 
commissioner was glad to say that 
things appeared much brighter in a 
mining way than they had for some 
years, as considerable prospecting and 
development work is going on and 
several properties which have re- 
mained inactive for some time past 
are being opened up again on account 
of the present enhanced values of sil- 
ver ami lead and the present value of 
Zinc in ores, which was formerly re- 
garded as a detriment.

Letter From ihe Far North 
to the ^erth, Ontario 
Courier.

In a letter recently published in tlie 
I'ei'ih Courier, Sergeant .Spalding, of the 
Northwest Mounted Police, who .is one 
©fi»« party .sent out to open up a trail 
^ from Fort .St. John's 4o Teslaine Lake, 
practically an 'all-Canadian route to the 
Yukon, gives sMue interosting details 
or the work: 

"We left for Saskatchewan,' 
writes, "on iMiireh IT, 32 men all 
and 00 head of horses, consisting 
, i'onr-in-hand teams, 11 saddle .horses, 
the rest hieing led, We made splendid 
time to Athabasca landing, where we 
changed wagons for sleigh's and went up 
Athabasca river, hoping to be able to get 
up Little Slave liver .into the lake, 'but 
were disappointed, In fact, making TO «.itlv« 
miles up Athabasca was touch ami go, 1 ( l ur j] 
■as in some places ici 
and would bend undo 
ami sleighs, Therofni 
a |H>i"tnge of 52 miles across to 1. 
Slave l.ake, the river being open .in 
many places. Thi- 52 miles of portage 
meant hauling our sleighs over the bare 
ground, up hill and down, bush all the 
Way. We had to do considerable cut- 
ting, as there was only a poor trail cut 
out the spring before by a surveyor who 
got caugh.l in a .similar way by the ice 
in Little river being none. However, 
We made the lake all right, and then 
two days' Iravei up it (85 miles) 
brought us to tlie police post ami fur 
trailers' stores at its head. Here we 
rested .a few days and again hit out 
with Wagons, -seven in number, for 
'Peace river crossing, setting there on 
April 0, where we hud to wait till the 
grass was good enough .to car.rv us 
through the St. Jolhn. We hud good 
luck with our horses, and only lost one, 
UUd that was in fence river." Tlie duty 
IWC arrived there we attempted a cross- 
ing on the ice, as tyo had ito cross the 
river to get the trail to .St. John's on 
the north side. Taking Ihe leaders of 
our ifour-in-hiiind we started to cross, 
when the Brat teuui and wagon went 
through the ice, and although wo got 
them out one died... Wo then camped on 
tlie south side, near where tile Hudson's 
Hay Company and Hredin, Cornwall 
and Roberts' stores are, and the police 
i department. There has been a ser- 
geant \ti our forces stationed there for 
the last seven years, and \u now talks 



point we crossed, is eight miles from St. 
■J-onu'w. Here we spent a day and a 
half setting down one bank ami up the 
opposite side, and ore the first, party 
to tiiko wagons, .across and into iSt. 
John's, although some of the Klondi- 
ker w;uo etuue up (this way brought Red 
river carts over. But they nfeo ieft 
iiuite a few along the trail, as we passed 
several. At the bottom of tlie hill along 
Pine river were strewn the remains of 
live or six of these carts, which Jutd 
been let go down itjho hill 'by the Indians. 
It seems that some of the Klondikers 
had stolen some of tlie Indians' ponies. 
To get even Tlie red men came along in 
the night and nan their carts over the 
top of the hill, letting them go as they 
pleased to the bottom, with the result 
that nearly all of them were smashed 
to piecs, , 1S the hill is about ilUO feet 
dligll and very steep.

The following particulars from the 
Winnipeg Free Press of an incident 
'briefly reported in Colonist despatches 
lit the time will be read witii interest: 

The return today of Inspector .Mediu- 
ms of the Royal Northwest Mounted 
Police from Cat lake marks the comple- 
tion of one of those numerous exploits 
which have made the force well known 
throughout the empire. The inspector 
came in accompanied by two members 
of the force from Kenorti, where b' 
lodged in jail an OJibway Indian named 
Tusliwegeh, charged with Ihe murder 
last April of a member of the same tribe 
named Peter Geeshigoose. Cat lake, 
the scene of tlie murder is located in an 
almost unexplored wilderness just half 
way between Lake Winnipeg and Hud- 
son's liny. It is in the heart of a coun- 
try practically unknown to white people 
and traversed by none except the Hud- 
son's Ray men mi their annual trip south 
from the bay. 

Iiiuly in September last inspector Me- 
diums 'was informed that a minder had 
been committed at this point in tlie pre- 
ceding month of April. The news of 
the murder is said to have been brought 
in by olllciuls of the company making 
the annual trip down to civilization in 
the York boat. The directions given lo 
Inspector Medinnis in September were 
to proceed to Dinorwic, u point on t!)f 
Canadian Pacific railway half way be- 
tween Winnipeg and Port Arthur, to 
secure Indian guides and to proceed by 
way of the Cat river to Cat hike; to lilid 
and arrest the Indian Ttishwegeh, to 
bring him to Keunrii and deliver him lo 
the local authorities of the province of 
Ontario, to he held for trial. 

River a Chain of Lakes 
The country traversed northward from 
Dinorwic was found to be exceedingly 
difficult and almost impassable. Cul 
Lake river, which looks' simple on the 
map, is in reality not a river, bat a 
chain of one hundred uiid fifty lakes, a 
labyrinth of water through which no 
white man could find his way. Under 
, the guidance of experienced Indian boat- 
'men the journey was made, the party 
sustaining themselves during the loug 
trip on the game and lisii secured from 
(lay to dny; The country traversed 
consists largely of water, rot k and scrub 
and wtis exceedingly forbidding in ap- 
pearance. After many days' travel 
Cat hike was reached, and Hie pb\\f& 
came into contact with Indians. There 
was something like UMI natives in the 
vicinity, including the Cranes, a little 
further north, nnd if anything had cone 
wrong at the lake no white man would | 
have known of the catastrophe until the 
York boat came down next summer. The 
police made careful inquiry and took no 
unnecessary chances. The story fold 
by the Ojibwnyswvas to the effect that 
the accused Tush wegidi had been living 
for some time with an Indian woman, u 
sister of the murdered man, Geesh.igop.se; 
deeshigoose had sought to persuade his 
sister to leave the accused, and had final- 
ly succeeded ill doing so. Tlie accused 
hud then made various threats against 
tlie brother, who was subsequently found 
dead in his wigwam. He had previ- 
ously been in good health and no reason 
but 'violence could he assigned for his 
death. When found a rope was round 
his ucek, which was believed to have 
been placed there subsequent to his 
death. No one saw tlie deed committed 
and the evidence against tlie accused is 
entirely circumstantial, 

Evidence Hard to Secure 
Evidence in tlie case was exceedingly 
difficult to secure. The Indians in the 
north speak more Crce than O.jibway, 
and the interpreter had dilliciilty in mak- 
ing liimclf tuidertood. The reticence 
of the natives is also their most marked 
characteristic, and in dealing with 
strangers they have still more reluctance 
to speak. The Indian placed under ar- 
rest refused to speak nil the subject m 
any way. lie denied tiny knowledge of 
the murder, hut beyond this could not be 
induced to say anything of any kind. 
The work of unraveling the matter and 
bringing the crime home to the guiltj 
party still rests upon the officials of the 
crown. That a cold-blooded murder was 
committed there is no doubt. The only 
person known to have any interest in the 
death of Geeshigoose is the accused. The 
case will come up for trial at the next 
assize, when siieh evidence as can he se- 
cured will lie presented by ihe crown.

THE BALSAM POPLAR. 

Canadian Forestry Journal for October. 

The Balsam Poplar (Populus balsam- 
Ifera, Linm.), is found growing com- 
monly throughout the Northern United 
States and Canada, but it reaches Its 
greatest development in the north, 
especially along the Mackenzie river 
and Its tributaries, where it often 
reaches a height of one hundred feet 
and more, with a diameter of six or 
seven feet. Professor Macoun statos 
that this tree in habit differs very much 
from the aspen, but In its range il ex- 
tends even farther north, and instead 
of being of little value, as the aspen is, 
It attains a great size and height as

Honker, 
also culled black coitoiiwood or balsam 
cottonwood. The former is dlstlngush- 
ed by its long narrow leaves, lanceo- 
late or ovate-lanceolate and green on 
both sides. it i.s a small tree, not 
usually more than fifty or sixty feet in 
height, ami rarely exceeding eighteen 
Inches in diameter. The slender erect; 
branches form a narrow and usually 
pyramidal head. The bark Is light yel- 
low green. The wood i.s light, soft and 
weak. Its range Is from New Mexico 
to Southern Alberta, In which latter it 
is found along the Milk and Belly 
rivers and their tributaries and also 
along the Mow river. 

P. trlchocarpa Is the most westerly 
species, being found on the Pacific 
coast from Alaska to California. In 
British Columbia it occurs in the val- 
leys of the Columbia and Praser rivers. 
It is stated by Dr. Dawson, that this 
tree was used by the Indians of British 
Columbia for the manufacture of can- 
oes, and the roots were formerly used 
by the Indians of Oregon and Northern 
California for making hats and baskets, 
The leaves arc usually broadly own.-, 
acuminate, rounded or cordate at the 
broad base, dark green on the upper 
surface, pale, ferruglneous or silvery 
on the lower, while the seed pods arc 
tomentose or woolly. This tree reaches 
200 feet in height, with a diameter of 
seven or eight feet. The specific grav- 
ity of the wood is 0.3814, a cubic foot 
weighing 23.77 lbs.

Lng her advanced age, Mrs. Kerr is a 
vvoridtir. As a conversationalist she is 
remarkably Interesting, and one could 
listen to her recital of the adventures of 
her girlhood, which was passed at 
L'hrnberls, within four miles of Dublin, 
Ireland, for hours. Hut people who go 
to see her usually get Interested in her 
work and forget about the things she 
may be able to tell them. For she does 
beautiful work of many kinds, though 
lately she litis not been able to accom- 
plish as much as usual, her sight, 
which up to two months ago was re- 
markably keen, having failed some- 
what. Her hearing also is not quite as 
good as it was up to the middle of last 
August. She is it mi hie now lo read, 
and Is deeply regretful of the fact that 
she can no longer write letters, as she 
did until very recently, to her meny 
relatives and friends. 

Since Mrs. Kerr passed her ninety- 
first birthday she has done work which 
Is much liner than that done by the 
average woman of less than half her 
age. One piece of a silk patchwork 
quilt is remarkable for the skillful 
blending of colors, the accuracy with 
which each block litis been fitted Into 
its place, and the beauty of the many 
fancy stitches which cover the joinings 
of the pieces. When Mrs. Kerr realiz- 
ed last summer that her sight was fail- 
ing and that she would have to forego 
letter writing, she began to make pretty 
fancy silk bags, one of which was scut 
to each of the friends with whom she- 
had been in the habit of corresponding, 
as a son of substitute for the cheery 
letters. 

Mrs. ICorr came from her own coun- 
try to Canada some forty years ago.

It is reported that the Boston S. S. 
Co., which operates the steamers S'haw- 
mut and Tremont, the former being now 
due at this port from the Orient, will 
augment Us trans-Pacific line by the ad- 
dition of two other steamers of about 
►10,000 tuns gross. The steamer Shaw- 
mut of this line, which is due today 
from Manila and ports of the Orient, has 
-100 tons of cargo fo Victoria. Accord- 
ing to the annual report of the Boston 
S. S. Co. the Shawrmrl has been a loser 
in the past year. The company made 
a net profit of $21.(100 last year against 
$125,50- for the previous year. Pres- 
ident SVinsor said in his annual report: 

"The chief cause of the small profit* 
is that the steamer Slrawinnt, during a 
typhoon at Hongkong, .was driven ashore 
in August, 1004. While we collected 
from the underwriters the cost of re- 
pairs we were not able to cover by insur- 
ance the loss of service, which in this 
case was about three months. If we 
had the carrying capacity of this ship 
during the time los-t by this disaster the 
net result of the year's business would 
have been about $50,000 better. We 
have expended ami charged to operating 
expenses $81,334 for repairs on the ships. 
They are today in excellent condition and 
well kept up." The cost ol the passen- 
ger accommodations has proved « wiso 
one and has paid a good return. Your 
steamers are covered by insurance to 
the extent of .$1,810,000. Owing to the 
cud of the war between Japan and Bus- 
Ma we shall be relieved from the premi- 
ums on war risks we have been obliged 
to carry the past year, which amounted 
to about S(>, ."><>(>. Another year's opera- 
tions confirm the opinion previously ex- 
pressed, that the American merchant 
marine in foreign trade requires some 
reasonable encouragement from the gov- 
ernment. The merchant murine com- 
Imission will present its final recommend- 
ations to the new congress that is to as- 
semble in December. An earnest effort 
will lie made to secure some remedial 
legislation at •me, and many of the lead- 
ing men in Washington have expressed 
an especial desire that vigorous steps 
should be taken to upbuild American 
steamship lines t othe markets in the 
Orient." 



CREW HAD FEVER.

Rivcrsclale, Now in Royal Roads. 

("apt. Porter i>t" the British ship Uiv- 
ersdale, whose arrival in the Roads was 
reported yesterday, had an eventful voy- 
age north.

I.awlor's session on Saturday at San 
Ernnclsico with argument to sustain bis 
demurrer to the indict nioul under 
which ho was brought back from Can- 
ada to slant! trial for alleged perjury, 
savs the Chronicle. His efforts were de- 
voted to the contention that the indict- 
ment is faulty and defective in various 
technical respects. Aiming the points 
that be raised were that the indictment 
alleged testamentary perjury and that 
he gave none, bis oath being taken in 
verification of an 'answer to a com- 
plaint; that an oath to constitute per- 
jury must bo authorized or required 
by' law, and that his was voluntary 
aiul not so required; that the indict- 
ment failed to aver Hie oath was re- 
quired by law; that the testimony in the 
case was to be given before A. J. 
Henry, the notary before whom the 
oath was taken, that the notary had 
authority to administer the oath, or 
'that the court before whom he al- 
leged perjury was committed had final 
jurisdiction; that the indictment failed 
to show .that the alleged false testimony 
was material; and that it failed to 
charge that he tittered the verification of 
tho affidavit «s true. Collins hud an 
extensive list of authorities which he 
presented to the court to support his
